4* Needs for Tactical Coverage of the CHICOM Areas 

I (Tab B, TCS- 3653-58, 25 August 1958) 


This paper was developed Monday morning, 25 August, by the 
ARC, each of whom checked with his boss and confirmed that this 
does express their agency's views. I gave the original to General 
Cabell this morning, 26 August, prior to the IAC in the event that 
the matter should come up at the IAC, He took a dim view of the 
daily coverage idea. I have checked further with the Navy on its 
view on this point, and they report that they would back down on 
the daily basis but if conditions remain as they are periodic 
coverage to meet the changing situation would meet their need. 

It seems to me it's a bit difficult to know at this time whether the 
proper period would be once a week as General Cabell suggests 
or perhaps in certain circumstances twice a week. Of course, 
weather may turn out to be the controlling factor. I have made a 
copy of this available to Colonel Burke and Operations DPS/DCI.
